N eb rask a’s A tte m p t to R e gu late 
R ailw ay s 
Fails 111 the S u p r em e Court. 
W ashington, March 8.—The N ebraska 
law fix ing m ax im um rates fur freight 
transportation on the railw ays in that 
state—only in tHe state—was declared 
unconstitutional by th<* supreme court 
yesterday, not because the state has no 
right to dictate w hat a railway shall 
charge for the use of the facilities but 
because the m ax im um in the opinion of 
the suprem e court of the United States 
was fix ed at too low a figure. The prop­ 
osition laid down by tlie supreme court 
that covers the case is this: 
“ W hile rates for the transportation 
of persons and property within the lim ­ 
its of a state are primarily for its deter 
urination, the question whether they an 
so unreasonably low as to deprive the 
carrier of its property without such 
com pensation 
as the constitution se 
cures, and therefore without due pro­ 
cess of law, can n oth esoconclu sively dt 
termined by the legislature of the stat 
or by 
regulations adopted under its 
authority, that the m atter m ay not be­ 
come the subject of judicial inquiry." 
J ustice Harlan, w ho wrote the opin­ 
ion. m ade an ex h au stive ex am ination 
into the effect of the enforcem ent of the 
rates prescribed upon the business of 
the different N ebraska lines, showing 
the reduction to am ount to 29.50 per 
cent, for the years 1891, 1892 and 1893. 
The result w as to show that each of th*- 
roads involved would for this period 
have conducted their business at a loss 
with only one or two ex ceptions, and 
those for only a short while. 
Referring to tlie argum ents on the

Three weeks have passed since the battle­ 
ship Maine was destroyed in H a va n a ha r ­ 
bor, and still we do not know by what 
means, whether by accident or crime. Hut 
it is true tha t almost every naval expert 
in Washington is convinced the noble ship 
did not meet her fate through Internal 
agencies and that she was sent to wreck 
and ruin by the han d of a Spanish crim i­ 
nal. 
It m ust be remembered that till the 
report of the court of inquiry is made our 
governm ent can take no attitude concern­ 
ing the cause. It can do nothing but wait 
for the facts. 
It m us t bo governed by tho 
verdict of the court. 
Hut I will give a 
conversation which I have had with a well 
know n naval officer, u man of high cha r­ 
a c t e r and line j ud g m e n t as well as of great 
experience. 
Naturally ho cannot permit 
the use of his name, as all naval officers 
a r e now forbidden to talk about this m a t ­ 
ter for publication. 
“ 1 not only believe tho Maine was blown 
iifi by crim inals,” this officer said, ‘‘but I 
believe 1 know the precise method adopted 
in executing tho hellish work. 
I may bo 
mistaken, but I find tha t my belief is tha t 
of most of tho naval experts and men of 
experience with w hom 
I have 
talked. 
First, lot it be remembered tha t when (ion 
oral Weyler was In c o m m an d at H a va n a ho 
foarod tho city m ig ht bo attacked by the 
United ritntes.

T h e te a c h e r must un derstan d th e m a ­ 
terial which he is to teach. 
H e deals 
n ot on ly with t h e min d of t h e pupil, 
but also with his phy sical n ature. 
T h e 
term “ psy chology ” is derived from a 
G re e k 
word m e a n in g th e soul. 
B ut 
t h e soul is n ot pure spirit, it is e m b od ­ 
ied min d. 
F rom t h e te a c h e r s stacd - 
coin t it m ay truth fully be said t h a t 
psy chology is th e scien ce of th e pupil 
himself, or in oth e r words, t h a t it is 
t h e scien ce of th e n a t ur e of t h e m in d 
an d th e laws an d results of its a c tivi­ 
ties. 
L e a rn in g is a process of t h e mit d, 
therefore all th e m ethod s for te a c h in g 
must be based upon t h e prin ciples of 
psy chology . 
Methods which a re n ot so 
bused will be w ith out a purpose an d 
void of good results. 
T h e education of 
a child goes on w h e th e r be is t a ugh t 
accordin g to psy chological prin ciples 
or n ot 
B ut if 
he is n ot t a ugh t by 
some good m ethod his phy sical, m e n ta l 
an d moral powers will n ot be h a r m on i ­ 
ously an d e qually developed. 
Methods a r e way s in 
w hich con di­ 
tion s a r e supplied for th e best e d uc a ­ 
tive work. 
A tr ue m eth od stim ulates 
th e n a tur a l activities an d leads th e m 
alon g t h e r i gh t lin e in t h e most eco­ 
n omical way . 
Methods should seldom, 
if ever, be adopted. 
A m eth od which 
is valuab le to on e t e a c h e r may be an 
absolute failure in th e h a n d s of a n ot h ­ 
er, a l th ough t h e outw ard proceedin g is 
ex actly t h e same. 
T h e werk of th e 
on e is t h a t of an artist, because ho 
kn ows t h e purpose of t h e method, an d 
h e is c a p a b le of a d a p tin g it to th e 
n eeds of his pupils. 
T h e work of th e 
ot h e r is t h a t of a t r a d e sm a n . 
H e is 
simply followin g blin dly a set of p e d a ­ 
gogical prin ciples, p re se n tin g t h e sub ­ 
ject in th e sa m e way to e a c h pupil. 
T h e r e a r e also difficulties in th e 
study of psy chology . 
T h is study , as all 
scien ces do, deals with classes, while 
te a c h in g should deal with in dividuals. 
In Botan y , th e classes of roses an d 
lilies a r e d e a lt with, b ut to t h e florist, 
it is th e p a r t i c ul a r rose an d t h e p a r t i c ­ 
ula r lily t h a t a r e in terestin g. 
T h e 
te a c h e r in th e coun try school can do 
much m ore in dividual work t h a n th e 
t e a c h e r in t h e crowded town school. 
T h e n psy chology is th e ore tic a l while 
te a c h in g is p ractical. 
A m an may bo 
well versed in an a tom y an d pathology 
an d y et fail as a phy sician because he 
lacks p ra c tic a l qualities. 
T h e t e a c h e r 
m ay un d e rsta n d t h e laws an d 
p rin c i­ 
ples of psy chology an d y et fail in his 
profetsion because he lacks n a tur a l 
ta c t an d sy m pathy . 
If th e te a c h e r has n a t ur a l sy m p a th y 
for his pupils he m ay be successful, to 
a ce rta in degree, 
without t h e k n ow ­ 
ledge of th e workin gs of th e min d. 
But th e te a c h e r who is truly successful 
i« th e on e who adds kn ow ledge of th e 
laws of phsvchology perfected by e x p e r ­ 
ien ce, to his wide ge n e ra l k n ow ledge 
an d to his n a t ur a l talen t, sy m p a th y 
an d love.

Haibtues of Riverside drive, between 
Seventy-fifth and Eightieth streets, on 
very tunny days have noticed a middle 
aged man carrying a case, which ap­ 
pears to bo about three feet long by one 
foot deep and two feet wide. 
It is ap­ 
parently a black leather case with an 
ordinary grip handle to the upper part, 
and the man, seeking some unfrequent­ 
ed piece of wall, generally one of tlie 
embrasures, places bis ease on the wall, 
smokes his pipe and loiters around, look­ 
ing itt the ever changing river and its 
traffic. If others come around, he moves 
on, but if not ho may stay there from 
two to three hours in the full sun. 
He 
is a rat catcher, or rather a rat driver. 
Ho works only in largo warehouses and 
does not touch the smaller dwelling 
houses or flats except in rare cases. 
Ho is a Scandinavian whom nothing 
w ill warm to conversation but his na­ 
tive tongue. 
His cage is wood on the 
back, ends and bottom and wire on the 
front and top. 
"There are neat spring 
shades which roll down over front and 
top. 
In this cage are eight or ten large 
rats. 
If any one comes near, down go 
the shades, hut as long as the coast is 
clear iho shades are up and the rat." are 
running around basking in the sunlight. 
If he takes you into his confidence, he 
will tell yon that it is with these rats 
he clears buildings 
The other day he 
said: 
"W hen i was living in Stockholm, 
the large granaries were full of rats, 
and a reward was offered to clear them. 
Many tried. 
Traps were set by the 
hundred. 
"One man built a room as largo as an 
ordinary parlor, eased it with tin and 
fed the ntts with oatmeal scented with 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this ft ed to the room until he bad all 
the rats on a string. 
Then ho fitted an 
automatio drop to the entrance, and 
when Ins rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred. 
The first 
man who did this went into the room 
with dogs to kill them and was nearly 
eaten himself, like that farmer out west 
a few wet ks ago. 
The 
second 
man 
starved and then poisoned his, but in a 
week there wero jest as many rats as 
ever. 
The supply was inexhaustible 
from the rivers and quays. 
Poisoning 
was no good because of 
the 
terrific 
smell, and so I took the matter in hand. 
"1 thought it over an /, finally s T a 
trap and caught some rats. Then I tied 
a piece of wire round their necks, to 
which I slung a little tinkling brass 
bell, and then I lot the bell ringers 
loose in the building they bad been 
(aught in. 
They knew the runs and 
went to join their friends and relatives, 
who of course ran from the bells. 
'Tin* 
more they ran the more ran the bell 
carriers, until Iho building was ‘hoo­ 
doo’ in rat languago and not a rat 
would enter. 
"If I could have lured back my bell 
carriers, all would have been well; but, 
familiarity breeding contempt, the rat- 
grew accustomed to them and in a ft 
months were hack again, and as build­ 
ing after building bad been cleared by 
this trick thire was not a rat in the city 
who did not know of the bells. 
Then 1 
tried tarring some rats w ith 
strong 
smelling coal tar, which rats cannot 
hear and will avoid it possible, and this 
answered for awhile, but a fire occurred, 
and a -rat, tar coated, ran out of the 
blazing building with his fur ablaze 
and, going into another building not in 
danger, set it on lire— wood gets very 
dry m those old buildings over there— 
and so an ordinance was passed prohib­ 
iting the use of tar. 
"I had made money, and 1 came to 
this country. 1 did wt 11 for some years, 
but in the depression my capital ran 
short and 1 failed; so then 1 took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
and am doing quite well. 
The first 
thing is to learn the lay of the building 
where the rats come from. 
If a grain 
elevator is near, clear the elevator and 
trap those in the other places. Hats very 
seldom run around more titan one build­ 
ing, except as an overflow. 
Then, hav­ 
ing determined that point, try the tar, 
then ihe hell, and after that these ft 1 
lows in the cage. 
They are coated with 
luminous paint, and being exposed to 
the sunlight hero can be taken to a 
building tonight, Raised and w ill fly 
through the runs, spreading fear wher­ 
ever they go and creating u stampede. 
It you have ever seen luminous paint 
effects, you can readily understand it. 
The great beau ty of this plan is that the 
rats do not live more than 
2 4 to 48 
h o u rs after a co atin g w ith tin s paint, so 
the n o v elty 
never wears oil. It i" a prep­ 
aration o f lime, which 1 discovered for 
myself, and has to be newly made and 
mixed like a varnish. 
This closes the 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch up with the flying rela­ 
tives the rat is in u sweat, and that fin­ 
ishes him, and they never get used to it. 
Will a rat sweat? Well, you cage a rat, 
and then let a terrier roll the cage 
around for a few minutes, and you will 
see a rat as damp as if dipped into a 
pail of water. 
1 get as high as #20 a 
month for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities us well. The only thing I am 
afraid of is the society t, Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), but 1 have nearly 
i made enough to start in my own busi­ 
ness again, and then 1 will cease rat 
driving.

“ No, you w on ’t, ’ from the sergeant, 
as ho lay at full length on tho roof, look­ 
ing over. “ It is a pretty hard yard down 
there. I w ill get you or go dead myself. ” 
The four sat on the sergeant’s legs as 
he swung free down to the waist, so he 
was almost able to reach the man on the 
window, w ith outstretched hands. 
“ Now, jum p—quick!” he command­ 
ed, and the man jumped. 
He caught 
him by both wrists as directed, and the 
sergt ant: got a grip on the collar of his 
coat. 
“ Hoist!” he shouted to the four on 
the roof, and they tugged with their 
might. 
The sergtant’s body did not 
move. Bending over till the back creak­ 
ed, it hung over the edge, a weight of 
208 pouno i suspended from and holding 
it down. 
The cold sweat started upon 
iiis m en’s foreheads 
as 
they tried and 
tried again, without gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant V.iughun’s 
nostrils and ears. 
U.xty feet below was 
the pave d courtyard. 
Over against him 
was the window, behind which he saw 
the back draft coming, gathering head­ 
way with lurid, swirling smoke.

it burst through, burning the hair and 
the coats of the two. 
For an instant he 
thought all hope was gone. 
Hut in a flash it came back to him. 
To relieve the terrible dead weight that 
wrenched and tore at his muscles he 
was swinging the man to and fro like a 
pendulum, head touching head. 
He 
could swing him up! A smothered shout 
warned his men. They crept nearer the 
edge without letting go their grip on 
him and watched with staring eyes the 
human pendulum swing wider and wid­ 
er, farther and farther, until now, with 
a m ighty effort, it swung within their 
reach.
